In his letter Mr. Henderson cited 
the need for thé signals and urged 
the commission to investigate the 
Santa Ana situation. He asked that 
it seek permission of the local city 
council to have the traffic lights in- 
stalled. 

_Mr. Henderson petitioned the 
city council to have the signals in- 
stalled about three months ago. No 
action was taken, and not until a 
month ago was the subject brought 
to the limelight. 

Petitions Circulated 

Through an editorial in El Don 
and statements made by Vic Row- 
land, president of the Associated 
Students, petitions have been cir- 
culated this week among the stu- 
dents and faculty members favor- 
ing the proposal. 

In asking that the commission’s 
attention be drawn to the situa- 
tion, Mr. Henderson said, “Sooner 
or later, because north and south 
vehicular traffic on Main street is 
very heavy, injuries are certain to 
be suffered.’”’ He also pointed out

$611,000 In Bonds} 
Will Be Sold At} 
Reduced Interest’ 


Light Vote Favors Bond! 
Issue, 2,511 to 297 
In Election 


Santa Ana citizens voted yes-| 
terday to permit the board of edu-| 
cation to issue a total of $611,000 
in school bonds at a reduced rate 
of interest. Z 

The vote was 2,511 to 297 in 
favor of the proposition, with 7 
slightly less than 8 per cent of the 7 
city’s 18,000 registered voters | 
turning out at the polls. 4 

Officials explained that _ the # 
Santa Ana schools owe the State a 
of California $611,000 which is be- 7 
ing repaid over a period of 20 years 
at 4.4 per cent interest. 

Under the proposition passed © 
yesterday, the board of education - 
will substitute $611,000 of bonds | 
to be repaid over a similar period of 7 
time at 3.4 per cent interest or jf 
less. The total savings to local tax- | 
payers will be from $48,711 to | 
$130,876, depending upon the in- 7 
terest reduction. 

Although there are no means by | 
which authorities are able to guar- J 
antee that the bonds can be sold 4 
at a reduced rate of interest, other {¥ 
school bonds disposed of this year \j 
were sold at interest rates of 2.3 4 
and 2.6 per cent. Local authorities | 
believe that the proposed issue can 
be sold at a similar figure. 

The original figure of $611,000 
came into the picture when that 
amount was borrowed from the 
state earthquake rehabilitation 
fund.
